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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1, and 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lavin et al. (5,909,360). 

Lavin et al. discloses an uninterruptible power supplies in Figs. 1, 3, 4 and 7A- 
7C. Main transformer (5) having a primary winding (4) and a secondary winding (6 & 7), 
a high voltage switching circuit (3) comprising a DC high voltage bus (output from 3), a 
high voltage switch (15), and an AC input power being coupled to the primary winding 
(4) through a rectifying circuit (diode bridge) and said DC high voltage bus (output from 
3) at least one low voltage switching circuit comprising a battery (10), a low voltage 
switch (9) being coupled to the positive pole of the battery (10) through a diode (12), 
and a tap L from the secondary winding (6) of the main transformer (5); and 
a pulse width modulator unit (8) for controlling the high voltage switching circuit (3) 
and low voltage-switching circuit (1 1 ). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the cited prior art disclose or teach a switching power supply with the 
number of turns N L from the tap L to the reference ground determined by the equation 

N L = V B max N H /V H min. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Stevens discloses uninterruptible power supply with energy 
control.
